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The New Hampshire Municipal Bond Bank was established by the NH State Legislature in 1977 (RSA 35-A). Since its inception, the Bond
Bank has provided NH municipalities with $2.703 billion in tax-exempt bonds. The Bond Bank has made 1,275 loans in its 113 bond issues
to over 338 different governmental units statewide.
